Struggle Between Life

CANON CODY SPEAKS 

■ ■ ■* 

A moving 3nd reasoned appeal 
for the support of the Victory 
loan was made by President H. 
J. Cody of the University of Tor- 
onto, one of Ontario's best known 
public speakers, at a non-denom- 
inational meeting in the town 
hall on Sunday evening. 

President Cody paid tribute to 
the town of Newmarket, 
"famed/', he said, "for its co- 
operative spirit," but less than 
350 citizens, the hall only about 
three-quarters full, were present 
to hear the distinguished speak- 
er. * He urged purchase of 
Victory bonds. 

"Each Newmarket citizen feels 
that he is a citizen of no mean 
town," said Canon Cody. ''New- 
market citizens arc known for 
their generosity. Newmarket is 
known too for its excellent edu- 
cational institution, for and wide 
into the dominion has gone the 
name of Pickering College. 

"We are in a peaceful town," 
he said. "It' is hard for us to 
realize that there is a war, one 
of the grimmest wars that has 
ever been waged. Great areas 
of Europe and Asia have been 
laid waste. Houses have been 
reduced to rubble, men, women 
and children killed and maimed. 

"The sinking of a ferry-boat 
between Canada and Newfound- 
land makes us realize that this 
war is not so far away. 

"We rededicatc ourselves to- 
night in humility, repentance, in 
faith, in grim determination. II 
is well that we realize the pres- 
ence of God. 

"We have not yet won a vic- 
tory. Nothing but a victory that 
is an out-and-out victory will 
satisfy the needs of the cose. 

"Tonight we are meeting in 
great, stern days, days when the 
souls of men and women are 
being tried to the utmost. I 
suppose that there was never a 
war in which the issue was 

clearer," 

Canon Cody compared, the 
struggle with the ' struggle in 
Pilgrim's Progress between 
Christian, humble, conscious of 
post faults and failures, conscious 
of God, and a foul fiend. "Yet 
Christian won" ho commented. 

Canon Cody recalled a recent 
summary of the world issue by 
Lord Halifax, "a deeply religious 
man," In these words: "Shall 
Christianity continue or shall it 
fade? It is tho fight between 
Chrisi, and anti-Christ." 

"We Canadians are in it," 
Canon Cody said. "We have 
been In it since the beginning. 
Wo declared war a week after 
the motherland. I do not hesi- 
tate to use that term 'mother- 
laud.' It has made its mistakes, 
and yet even today I still think 
the world's best hopes rest on 
that old motherland. We did not 
purpose to be an Idle or sleep* 
Ing partner in that great Com- 
monwealth. 

"Secondly, our self-interest do- 
ma ruled our participation. Un- 
less the high seas on? kept free, 
we ennnot export our goods. 

"I believe that we Canadians, 
consciously or unconsciously, felt 
that we were asked whether wo 
stood for freedom or slavery, 
justice between man and man or 
injustice, for truth or for lies, 
for mercy or for cruelty, for 
Christian ideals or for anti- 
Christian Ideals. 

"We also realized that this Is 
a life and death struggle. It is 
really a struggle between life 
and death. Where do wc stand? 
No one can be neutral In the face 
of this issue. , 

"It ks an attack upon our way 
of life. Our 'way of life' should 
not bo Interpreted according to 
all the foolish things we do, but 
according to thu great ideals of 
our western civilization. First, 
wc have inherited from ancient 
Greece tho Idea of political lib- 
erty, the Idea of the search for 
truth* tho love of bonuty. The 
ancient Romans contributed tho 
Idea of the rule of law, of order, 
sacredness of contract, 

"Then above all came tho 
great contribution from tho Jews 
and the Christians, tho idea of 
loving-kindness, of helpfulness, 
of mercy, the practice of Chris* 
tlnnily ns represented in the 
good neighbor, the good Homnr- 
lion. There you havn western 
civilization at its best and there 
is what is attacked. 

"There are four great princi- 
ples In our western civilization. 
Hirst Is the religious principle, 
that each of us is of infinite 
value In tho sight of God, sec- 
ond, a moral principle, tho sne- 
rcdness of personality, third, a 
political principle freedom, jus- 
tice, security, freedom from 
want, fourth, a domestic princi- 
ple, the family principle, tho 
family Is tho Individual writ 
largo, family life, family purity, 

"These- mnko our life. These

WiUi Mr. Mathews. "The reason 
that wc have been collecting a 
smnller amount every year U 
thnt there have been less to col- 
lect. And that is n good thing. 
We fhowed only about $ 19,000 . 
arrears of taxes this year as cur- 
rent nssets. 

"Penalties would also be less. 

Penalties collected up to tho 
wime time Inst year amounted to 
$1,660, this year $1,420." 

"That Is a very creditable 
showing," said Reeve P. A. 
Lundy, chairman of the finance 
committee. "Some of us attri- 
bute the bettor collections to 
better conditions. What pleases 
me is the way arrears ore going 
down."

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HE IS TWICE ARMED WHO LENDS 

People may put different interpretations on the 
loan slogan, "Nothing matters now but victory-" 
The meaning intended is that expenditures which 
do not promote the war-winning effort, and 
which could be dispensed with, should oe dropped 
in favor of expenditures which will help to win 
the war. There are few of us who cannot find 
some non-essentia! expenditures in our personal 
budgets, or our business budgets. However email 
the savings, we can use them effectively by 
purchasing war bonds or war savings certificates. 

Our earned dollars are but symbols of the 
hours we have worked, and even though we did 
not earn them in war industry we can turn our 
past work into war production by lending our 
dollars to the government. Those who eam their 
dollars in war or essential industry' or services 
help the war effort a second time when they 
invest their savings in war bonds or certificates. 
He is twice warmed who cuts his own firewood; 
he is twice armed who Jends his dollars to the 
government. 

The meaning we shall not take from the slogan. 
"Nothing matters now but victory,'* is that we 
are not to plan now for the peace. If we waited 
until the end of the war to plan for peace, it 
would be a sorry peace. We must not be content 
with the knowledge that the U.S. administration 
is exacting post-war economic co-operation 
pledges from its allies in return tor lease-lend 
aid, or that our own dominion has a post-war 
plans co.nmittec, or with the knowledge that 
little groups of private citizens in Britain, the 
United States and Canada, and no doubt other 
countries, are trying to formulate acceptable and 
workable plans for a new League of Nations. 
Each one of us should do a little thinking on the 
subject and make our contribution too.

Ile ( took his band of young men to the 
foot of the Long Sault Rapid* and lay in wait 
for the Iroquois. Kor^?ight flays, the story gotu*, 
they fought arm Iroquois, till the last of their 
little band was killed. Their fight helped to 
make possible the settlement of Canada. Seldom 
In the history of human conflict, we may say 
with slight variation of Churchill's words, have 
so many owed ho much to so few.
